Cairo optinistic 
but voices

Egypt yesterday expressed cau- 
tious optimism over prospects for 
an interim settlement in Sinal, at 
the same time indicating that it 
was developing its nuclear poten- 
tlal to “forestall Israeli blackmail.”

Yom,” said U.S. Secretary of State

AMSTERDAM.— 
THE CITY OF JERUSALEM has 
given a fitting present to Amsterdam 
—often called the “Jerusalem of the 
West” — on its 700th anniversary. 
Amsterdam is the first city on a

photographs of Jerusalem, by 21 
photographers, compiled by the 
International Centre for 
Photography in New York. 
Amsterdam reciprocated by 
providing an eminently suitable set- 
ting for the exhibition: two small 
17th and 18th century Ashkenazi syn- 
agoguea — the Obbene (Upper) and 
Dritt (Third) — in what was once the 
centre of the city’s Jewish quarter, 
Jonas Danie} Meyer Square.

crisis owing to the non-cooperation of 
the public. 

The French critic Andre Fermigier 
came to similar conclusions in his arti- 
cle ‘‘No more Claudel’: ‘‘It is 
characteristic of modern painting that 
it lacks the Public." The museums of 
the Western world and its leaders, in- 
cluding the Israel Museum, share “the 
responsibility for this degeneration of 
modern art, because the experts are 
afraid ‘‘to miss the last train,” as Fer- 
migier puts it.
